There is more or less criticism of 
General Miles in various pt^ts of the re- 
uort l:*robably the most direct instance 
rthe one which states that beyond the 
cntiei.sm of officers fouud elsewhere is 
Ihe reiMirt:

having belief or knowledge as claimed 
that the food was unfit, that it caused 
sickness and distress, that some of it 
was supiilied under the preteuse of ex - 
periuieiit. that other beef 
was em­ 
balmed, he did not immediately report 
such knowledge or belief to the secre­ 
tary of war to the end that a proper 
remedy might be promptly applied.” 
The censure of Colonel Mans, in­ 
spector general ou General Miles’ staff 
IS based u|X)ii his failure to call atten­ 
tion to charges couceruing the beef at 
Chickiimauga contained in a report of 
inspection made by Dr. (or Major) Daly 
on Get. 2b last, iu which he stated his 
behcf that the beef was chemically 
treated. 
“ The silence of Colonel Mans,” says 
the court, “ ou so imiiortaut a matter as 
the cheimcalized beef reported by Major 
Daly aud personally kuown to himself, 
IS most remarkable.” 
The remark is 
also made that General Miles’ failure to 
draw s])ecial atteutiou to this report is 
“ imex plaiued.” 
Commenting upon General Miles’ tes­ 
timony that he had first formed the 
opinion last August that the refrigerated 
beef had been processed, the court re­ 
marks: 
“ Whatever the date upon which he 
formed a belief, or a reasonable suspi­ 
cion, that the health of the troops was 
being impaired by the use of deleterious 
food, it was his bounden duty, iu the 
opinion of the court, instantly to take 
the most effective measures within his 
control to ascertain the actual fact and 
to correct the wrong, if any should bo 
found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the army bv contractors aud 
to have submitted tnese samples to 
chemical ex amiuation which 
would 
have resulted iu the detection of the 
; ireaence or absence of boric and salicy- 
ic acids, or any other chemical agent 
that may have been used as a preserva­ 
tive agent. Yet no such precaution as 
that suggested was ta^en by the major 
general commanding at that time, or at 
uny .subsequent time so far as has been 
learned by the court. 
“ The court fimds that the alle^tions 
the major general commanding to 
the effect that the refrigerated b ^ f 
supplied to the troops was treated with 
chemical preservatives have not been 
established. The court also finds that 


» 0 mucn of the allegations of the major 
general commandiug in respect to the 
canned roast beef, as relates to its un­ 
suitability for food, as actually used ou 
the transports, and as to its ex tensive or 
lung oontiuued use as a field ration are 
su.'tuinod.

“ The court,” says the report, “ does 
not wish to state the case more strougly 
than to sar that the finding appears to 
De warranted that too mucn time was 
consumed in distributing this perishable 
article. 
The fault, if auy there was, 
rested with the brigade and higher 
cx mimanding officers aud their commis­ 
saries and quartermasters, but the testi- 
mouy is not so definite or siiecific as to 
warrant the naming by the court of any 
particular officers.” 
They say that the 
refrigerated beef was at first received 
with great satisfaction. There is also 
criticism of the delay in uiilojuling the 
refrigerating aiqiaratus of Swift & Co. 
at Santiago. 
“ An appeal by the con*

The bt^ef from which 
the broth was made ou the Panama has 
not been positively identified as refrig­ 
erated beef, and the connection Iw- 
tweeu the residuum of the sample 
takeu from the ship cauldron and that 
analyzed by Dr. Clark has not been 
established to tlie satisfaction of the 
court.”

-It has been developed in the course 
nf the inquiry, as recited in this report, 
that in some instances certain mdivid 
n lls failed to perform the full measure 
S duty or to observe the proprieties 
which dignify high military command, 
but the court is of the opinion that the 
niere statement in the official report of 
the facts developed meets the ends of 
discipline, and that the m terests of the 
service will be best subserved it further 
proceedings be uot taken.” 
There is more or less criticism of, 
General Miles in various parts of the re­ 
port 
Probably the most direct instance 
{Vthe one which states that beyond the 
criticism of officers found elsewhere is 
the report: 
. 
“The court finds that against none of 
the officers commanding corps, divi­ 
sions, nrigad.es and regiments and their 
staff officers should a charge of guilt be 
brought. 
“ The court also finds that the m ajor 
general commanding the army had uo 
sufficient justification for alleging that 
the refrigerated beef was embalmed or 
was unfit for issue to troops. 
It also 
Hilda that he committed an error in that 
having belief or knowledge as claimed 
that the food was unfit, that it caused 
sickness and distress, that some of it

lnied, he did not immediately report 
such knowledge or belief to the secre­ 
tary of war to the end that a proper 
remedy might be promptly applied.” 
The censure of Colonel Maus, in­ 
spector general on General M iles’ staff 
is based upon his failure to call atten­ 
tion to charges concerning the beef at 
Chickamauga contained in a report of 
inspection made by Dr. (or Major) Daly 
on Get. 26 last, in which he stated his 
belief that the beef w as chemically 


“ The silence of Colonel M aus,” says 
the court, ‘ ‘on so important a matter as 
the chemicalized beef reported by Major 
Daly and personally known to himself, 
is most remarkable.” 
The remark is 
also made that General M iles’ failure to 
draw special attention to this report is 
“unexplained.” 
Commenting upon General M iles’ tes­ 
timony that he had first formed the 
opinion last August that the refrigerated 
beef had been processed, the court re­ 
marks: 
“ Whatever the date upon which he 
formed a belief, or a reasonable suspi­ 
cion, that the health of the troops was 
being impaired by the use of deleterious 
food, it was his bounden duty, in the 
opinion of the court, instantly to take 
the most effective measures within his 
control to ascertain the actual fact and 
to correct the wrong, if any should be 
found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the anpy bv contractors and 
to have submitted tnese samples to 
chemical examination which 
would 
have resulted in the detection of the 
S 
resence or absence of boric and salicy- 
c acids, or any other chemical agent 
that may have been used as a preserva­ 
tive agent. Yet no such precaution as 
that suggested was taken by the major 
general (commanding at that time, or at 
any subsequent time so far aa has been 
learned by the court. 
“ The court finds that the allegations 
of the major general commanding to 
the effect that the refrigerated beef 
supplied to the troops was treated with 
chemical preservatives have not been 
established. 
The court also finds that 
so much of the allegations of the major 
general commanding in respect to the 
canned roast beef, as relates to its un- 
£ usability for food, as actually used on 
the transDorts, and as to its extensive or 
±ong continued use as a field ration are 
sustained. 
In the opinion of the court 
none of the other allegations in relation 
the canned fresh beef are sustained. 
The evidence shows that Colonel John 
I* Weston, assistant commissary gen­ 
eral of subsistence, recommended the 
adoption of the canned roast beef a s a 
component of the field ration, and to 
extent he is responsible. ’* 
The report plaoes the quantity of 
a-’Tned roast beef purchased for the 
War by the commissary department at 
b,o47,174 
pounds, including 
860,000 


Pounds which was brought from Liver 
pool and other English ports. 
This 


urn omit is characterized as excessive 
*ud the commissary general (General 
reagan) is severely criticized in several 
Parts of the document on this score* 
of the severest rebukes is as fol- 


“Considering the little use that had 
been made of this beef in the regular 
army,the probability that the volunteers 
Were entirely ignorant of it, that its use 
KS a part of the field ration had never been 
sanctioned by the president or secretary 
of war, the court can but characterize 
the action of the commissary general of 
subsistence as unwarranted and reck­ 
less—in that he ordered the purchase of 
such enormous quantities of a food that 
was practically untried and unknown 
and the court so finds. The court also 
finds that there is no ground for any 
imputation whatever of any other actu­ 
ating motive on the part of the commis­ 
sary general than the earnest desire to 
procure the best possible food for the 
troops. 
The court pronounces this act 
of the commissary general of subsist­ 
ence a collosal error for which there is 
no palliation.” 
The court finds that there was neglect 
in Cuba and to a less degree in Porto 
Hico in delivering the refrigerated beef. 
“ The court,” says the report, “ does 
not wish to state the case more strongly 
than to say that the finding appears to 
De warranted that too muon time was 
consumed in distributing this perishable 
article. 
The fault, if any there was, 
rested with the brigade and higher 
commanding officers and their commis 
saries and quartermasters, but the testi 
mony is not so definite or specific as to 
warrant the naming by the court of any 
particular officers.” 
They say that the 
refrigerated beef was at first received 
with great satisfaction. 
There is also 
criticism of the delay in unloading the 
refrigerating apparatus of Sw ift & Co. 
at Santiago. 
“ An appeal by the com 
tractor’s agent to General Shafter for 
an order on the quartermaster to expe­ 
dite the delivery from the transport of 
the refrigerating plant did not effect 
any result. 
The delay in this matter 
was the cause of serious loss.” 
“ The court is of the opinion that the 
canned roast beef was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities and 
the absence from that ration of fresh 
vegetables and condiments. 
For use on 
shore as a field ration, where the com­ 
panies had their camp cooking equip­ 
ment, and vegetabes were available, 
canned roast beef is suitable for issue, 
say two days in ten, but not for two 
days in succession. 
In some organiza­ 
tions it seems to have constituted at 
last one-half of the meat ration, and 
until after the surrender the troops had 
no means for other cooking than was 
practicable with the individual kit car­ 
ried. For such extensive use, or any 
use, exceeding one day in five, the court 
finds this beef unsuitable. 
“ The refrigerated beef is, in the opin­ 
ion of the court, a suitable ration for 
troops when it can be issued to them in 
good condition.” 
The opinion is expressed that it would 
have been impracticable to land beef 
cattle on the hoot in Cuba, the remark 
of the court on this point being as fol­ 
lows: 
. 
, 
“ The commanding general of the ex­ 
pedition characterizes as ‘absurd’ such a 
proposition, and many of his command­ 
ing officers, whose opinion is given in 
the testimonv, coincided with him in 
the impracticability or inexpediency of 
such a project, 
The court censures rn 
the opinion of these men whose experi­ 
ence in active military service dated 
from 1861.” 
An instruction of the president s to 
the court was that “ if the packers of 
the country are 
guilty it m ust be 
known.” 
Replying to this direction 
the court says: 
“ The court finds that at the outbreak 
of hostilities in April, 1898, the packers 
of canned beef were engaged rn the 
manufacture of an article of standard 
quality, well known to the trade and the 
subsistence department, under the Mine 
of canned roast beef. 
The methods of 
packing then in use were the same as

Considerable attention is given to Dr. 
Daly’s testimony concerning the refrig- J 
crated beef on the transport Panama, ; 
aud also to his re]>ort concerning the 
beef supplied to the immunes stationed 
at Chickamauga.

tor’s analysis of residium from beef se­ 
cured on the transport, the court calls 
attention to the tact that he approved 
the finding of the board of survey, and 
that, notwithstanding there were other 
medical officers on board, no reference 
was made by him to his suspicion that 
the meat had been chemically treated. 
Referring to this and another inci­ 
dent, the court says: 
‘The testimony shows that the beef 
treated by the Powell process which 
was declared by Dr. Daly to contain 
boric and salicylic acids was, in fact, 
treated by fumigation aud the materials 
employed contained neither boric nor 
salicylic acid. 
The beef from which 
the broth was made on the Panama has 
not been positively identified as refrig­ 
erated beef, and the connection be­ 
tween the residuum of the sample 
taken from the ship cauldron and that 
analyzed by Dr. Clark has not been 
established to the satisfaction of the 
court.” 
A chapter of the report is devoted to 
Ale consideration of the cause of the 
sickness in the army in the Santiago 
campaign, but “ the court finds it im ­ 
possible to conclude that either the 
canned fresh beef or refrigerated beef 
appeared to any appreciable extent as 
causes of intestinal disease.”

discipline, and that the interests of the 
service will be best subserved if fu rth e r 
proceedings be uot tak en .” 
There is more or less criticism of 
General Miles in various parts of the re­ 
port. Probably tile most direct instance 
is the one which states th at beyond the 
criticism of officers found elsewhere is 
the report: 
“The court finds th at against none of 
tin officers comm anding corps, divi­ 
sions, Brigades and regim ents and their 
staff officers should a charge of guilt be 
brought. 
“The court also finds th at the m ajor 
general commanding the arm y had uo 
sufficient justification for alleging th at 
the refrigerated beef was embalmed or 
was unfit for issue to troops. 
It also 
finds that he committed an error in th at 
having belief or knowledge as claimed 
that the food was unfit, th at it caused 
sickness aud distress, th at some of it 
was supplied under the pretense of ex­ 
periment. th at other beef 
w as em ­ 
balmed, he did uot im m ediately report 
such knowledge or belief to the secre­ 
tary of w ar to the end th at a proper 
remedy m ight be prom ptly applied. ’ ’ 
The censure of Colonel M aus, in ­ 
spector general on General M iles’ staff 
is based upon his failure to call atten ­ 
tion to charges concerning the beef at 
Chickamauga contained in a report of 
inspection made by Dr. (or M ajor) Daly 
on Get. 26 last, in w hich he stated his 
belief that the beef was chemically 
treated. 
“The silence of Colonel M aus,” says 
the court, ‘ ‘on so im portant a m atter as 
the chemicalized beef reported by Major 
Daly and personally known to himself, 
is most rem arkable.” 
The rem ark is 
also made that General M iles’ failure to 
draw special attention to this report is 
“unexplained. ” 
Commenting upon General Miles’ tes­ 
timony that he had first formed the 
opinion last August th at the refrigerated 
heel had been processed, the court re­ 
marks: 
“Whatever the date upon which he 
formed a belief, or a reasonable suspi­ 
cion, that the health of the troops was 
being impaired by the use of deleterious 
food, it was his bounden duty, in the 
opinion of the court, instantly to take 
the most effective m easures w ithin his 
control to ascertain the actual fact and 
to correct the wrong, if any should be 
found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the arm y bv contractors and 
to have submitted these samples to 
chemical examination which 
would 
have resulted in the detection of the 
presence or absence of boric and salicy­ 
lic acids, or any other chemical agent 
that may have been used as a preserva­ 
tive agent. 
Yet no such precaution as 
that suggested was taken by the m ajor 
general commanding a t th at time, or at 
any subsequent tim e so far as has been 
learned by the court. 
“ idle court finds th at the allegations 
°f the major general comm anding to 
the effect that the refrigerated beef 
supplied to the troops was treated w ith 
cue laical preservatives have not been

The court also finds that 
mucfi of the allegations of the m ajor

“Considering the little use that had 
been made of this beef iu the regular 
tinny,the probability that the volunteers 
Were entirely ignorant of it, that its use 
As a part of the field ration had never been 
sanctioned by the president or secretary 
of war, the court can but characterize 
the action of the commissary general of 
subsistence as unw arranted and reck­ 
less—iii that he ordered the purchase of 
such enormous quantities of a food that 
was practically untried and unknown 
and the court so finds. 
Tho court also 
finds that there is no ground for any 
im putation whatever of any other actu­ 
ating motive on the part of the commis­ 
sary general than the earnest desire to 
procure tile best possible food for the 
troops. 
The court pronounces this act 
of tne commissary general of subsist­ 
ence a collosal error for which there is 
no palliation.” 
The court finds that there was neglect 
in Cujm and to a less degree in Porto 
Rico in delivering the refrigerated beef. 
“ The court,” says the report, “ does 
not wish co state the case more strongly 
than to say that the finding appears to 
De w arranted that too muon time was 
consumed in distributing this perishable 
article. 
The fault, if any tnere was, 
rested w ith the brigade and higher 
commanding officers and their commis­ 
saries and quarterm asters, but the testi­ 
mony is not so definite or specific as to 
w arrant the naming by the court of any 
particular officers.” 
They say th at the 
refrigerated beef was at first received 
with great satisfaction. 
There is also 
criticism of the delay in unloading the 
refrigerating ajqiaratus of Swift & Co. 
at Santiago. 
“ An appeal by the con­ 
tractor’s agent to General Shafter for 
un order on the quarterm aster to expe­ 
dite the delivery from the transport of 
the refrigerating plant did not effect 
any result. 
The delay iii this m atter 
was the cause of serious loss.” 
“ The court is of the opinion th at the 
carnied roast beef was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities aud 
the absence from that ration of fresh 
vegetables and condiments. 
For use ou 
shore as a field ration, where the com 
panics had their camp cooking equip 
m ent, and vegetabes were available 
canned roast beef is suitable for issue 
say two days in ten, but not for two 
days in succession. 
In some organiza 
tions it seems to have constituted at 
last one-half of the m eat ration, anc 
until after the surrender the troops had. 
no means for other cooking than was 
practicable w ith the individual kit car 
ried. 
For such extensive use, or any 
use, exceeding one day in five, the court 
finds this beef unsuitable. 
“ The refrigerated beef is, in the opin 
ion of the court, a suitable ration for 
troops when it can be issued to them in 
good condition.” 
The opinion is expressed that it would 
have been impracticable to laud beef 
cattle on the hoof in Cuba, the rem ark 
of the court on this point being as fol 
lows: 
“ The commanding general of the ex 
pedition characterizes as ‘absurd’ such t 
proposition, aud m any of his command 
ing officers, whose opinion is given in 
the testimony, coincided with him in 
the im practicability or inexpediency of 
such a project, 
The court censures in 
the opinion of these men whose experi­ 
ence in active m ilitary service dated 
from 1861.” 
An instruction of the president’s to 
the court was that “ if the packers of 
the country are 
guilty it m ust be 
know n.” 
Replying to this direction 
the court says: 
“ The court finds that at the outbreak 
of hostilities in April, 1898, the packers 
of canned beef were engaged in the 
m anufacture of an article of standard 
quality, well known to the trade and the 
subsistence departm ent, under the name 
of canned roast beef. 
The methods of 
packing then in use were the same as 
those habitually employed in the prepa­ 
ration of the m eat as an article of com 
merce, and the court does not find that 
they underw ent any change during the 
progress of the w ar. 
The large pur­ 
chases for the use of the m ilitary forces 
during the m onths of May and June, 
1898, were made—not at the solicitation 
of the packers, or in consequence of ef 
forts put forth by them for that purpose 
—but by the order and upon the initia­ 
tive of the commissary general of sub­ 
sistence, such purchases being made in 
every case by officers of his departm ent 
in the usual manner. ” 
On another point connected w ith the 
packers the court says: 
“ Although the subject of readjust­ 
m ent of accounts between the United 
States and contractors was not referred 
to the court, it appears from the testi­ 
mony that whenever any cans have 
been found to be defective, subsequent 
to their original delivery to the subsist­ 
ence department, such cans have been 
replaced in every instance.” 
The charges of General Miles as made 
in newspaper interviews, as well as 
those made before the w ar investigating 
commission, are referred to at length, 
among them being the interview w ith 
the general sent out from New York 
by The Associated Press on Jan. 81, in 
which General Miles was quoted as say­ 
ing th at he had “ overwhelming evi­ 
dence that the beef was treated w ith 
chemicals to preserve it, and that he 
had affidavits from men who saw the 
beef undergoing the © interning pro­ 
cess ” The court notes the denial which 
General Miles made of the conversation 
as it was printed in the New xork 
Herald, but prints the charge ae a part 
of the allegations, saying on this point: 
“ The testimony of both Mr. Reid and 
Mr. Berry of the New York Times 
agree in the verity of the interview as 
reported by the former, and this is 
found in The Herald clipping. The 
court does not therefore ignore this 
uara«rauh. but treats it as a part OI tne

“ In general it may be laid down that 
a lux ury which contributes to the effi­ 
ciency of the indiv idual in the widest 
sense and which does not imp ose on so 
ciety for the satisfaction of its demands 
an unwholesiune and degrading form of 
labor is p erfectly justifiable. 
“ This sanction of lux ury is not to lie 
stretched to cover unlimited self in­ 
dulgence. 
The p art p lay ed hy rational 
self sacrifice in the dev elop ment of char­ 
acter is not to Ik? overlooked. Constant 
self indulgence is demoralizing. 
“ But in general a man has arig ht to 
sp end money for any thing that enriches 
and div ersifies his life, and thus aids in 
the dev elop ing and rounding out of hie 
p ersonality , p rov ided the labor that ie 
required for the p roduction of the arti- 
clt's in question be agreeable and innoc­ 
uous. 
“ On the other hand, a lux ury that de­ 
moralizes the indiv idual or calls for a 
nox ious form of labor is unjustifiable. ’

Ernest Lee Conant of New Y’ork. who 
accomp anied the ev acuation commis­ 
sion to Cuba as counsel and who has 
since been p racticing law in Hav ana, 
has been in Washington for a brief 
v isit and has di.scussed certain p hases 
of the Cnban situation with members 
of the administration. 
He regards the 
Cubans as a docile p eop le, resp onsiv e to 
the right kind of treatment, but recog­ 
nizes the fact that the mode of life and 
habits of thought which hav e been 
bred into the p eop le of the island for 
many generations cannot be sot aside 
in a day . 
It is human nature to resist 
the demand for a comp lete and instan­ 
taneous rev ersal of all the ideas one has 
acquired hy inheritance and training. 
“ Bnt the Cuban will come to it,” say s 
Mr. Conant to a corresp ondent, “ and 
when he has taken up the new order of 
things he will feel as if he had had the 
same surroundings and the same way s 
all his life. 
“ In the city of Hav ana, where I am 
best acquainted with the local condi­ 
tions, the cry ing demand is for schools 
on the American p attern, both p ublic 
and p riv ate; for fine p arks for p op ular 
recreation—a p ositiv e necessity in that 
clim ate—ami for p ublic baths. I do not 
sp eak of an imp rov ed sewerage sy stem 
and other sanitary measures that fall 
within the domain of the engineers; 
what I refer to is the satisfaction of the 
moral needs of the p eop le, using the 
term in its broadest sense. 
“ It would be a grand thing for the 
coming generation of Cubans—and it is 
the coming generation that we must 
look to for the p ermanent fruits of our 
work on the island—to hav e settled 
among them a few schoolmasters of the 
sort that has made such an imp ress 
up on our American y outh. They should 
be men of fine character, naturally at­ 
tractiv e to y ounger men and boy s, sy m­ 
p athetic y et firm in their gov ernment, 
and fitted to draw to themselv es a p er­ 
sonal following and wield a wide influ­ 
ence. They could do a world of good hy 
stirring the enthusiasm of their p up ils, 
holding up before them higher ideals of 
life and attainm ent, and mix ing with 
their scholastic work an athletic ele­ 
ment which would take the boy s out of 
a hothonse atmosp here and giv e new 
v itality and elasticity and a sense of 
strength to their bodies. W hat the Cu­ 
ban y outh needs now is that kind of 
sy mmetrical ronnding out. 
“ It is the p ractice in certain quarters 
to disp arage the Cuban as a natural rev ­ 
olutionist, and therefore unfit to take 
p art in a free gov ernment. 
This is a 
mistake, I am convinced. The Cuban is 
naturally p eaceable. 
Giv e him a gov ­ 
ernment honestly conducted, and one 
which recognizes his rights and p rotects 
bia p rop erty , and he will undoubtedly 
giv e a good account of himself. 
What 
p laces the Cuban today at the greatest 
disadv antage in his env ironment. 
His 
country is p assing through a v ery try ­ 
ing stage in its history . 
Slav ery was 
abolished so recently that indnstrial 
conditions, and the p op ular notions 
about them, hav e not had a chance to 
settle themselv es y et. The idea that all 
labor is honorable is a hard one to force 
in up on the mind of the ruling class in 
any community where wealth has been 
accumnlated hy the woik of slaves. 
“ The American v iew of these things 
cannot he ex p ected to p rev ail all at 
once. 
The best way to imp ress it will 
he to hav e thrifty and hardworking 
Americans enter the island, as they un­ 
doubtedly will, and by the infection of 
their ex amp le bring about a gradual 
rev olution in p op ular sentiment. There 
is not a sav ings hank, I believe, in all 
Hav ana t« >day . 
An enterp rise in that 
line once launched in the p ast failed for 
lack of sup p ort. 
Nature is so p rodigal 
and the climate so gentle that all neces­ 
sary food and clothing can he had, even 
by the p oorest, with little effort. an« i 
for any thing more than the bodily neeu.s 
of the honr few of the p oorer class 
think of p rov iding. 
“ The p resence of the lottery for a 
long p eriod in the v ery midst of these 
p eop le taught many of them to dep end 
up on chance for any thing like riches 
instead of looking to the slow accumu­ 
lation of p etty sav ings by constant toil 
and close economy in liv ing, as is the 
custom with the thrifty element in our 
p oorer p op ulation here. The abolition 
of the lottery , which went its way with 
a number of other local institutions on 
the 1st of January , has not p ut an end 
to the feeling which sup p orted it while 
in ex istence—the ambition to make a 
fortnne in a night 
The minds of the 
lottery p atrons of the p ast will hav e to 
be div erted to new lines of thought 
That will require time and p atience, 
and. abov e all, p ersonal ex amp le set by 
the American im m igrants; bnt I look 
to see the sav ings bank follow in the 
wake of the school and the new sanitary 
code.” 
“ Where the working oeonle can feed 


and clothe themseiv e? lur nex r, icruoiu- 
ing. ” the corresp ondent remarked, “ one 
would naturally ex p ect to find wages 
very low. ’ 
“ T h a t’ 
answered Mr. Conant “ is 
one of the cases where conditions seem 
to giv e the lie to theory . Of course the 
, law of sup p ly and demand actually 
I governs in the Cuban labor market, as 


I elsewhere, hut under an nnfamiliar 
guise. At the first glance there ap p ears 
to be so much work to be done and so 
many p eop le to do it, and we infer that 
theae p eop le, needing less money tor 


I sustenance than working p eop le in some 
i other com 111 uni ties, will, by comp eti­ 
tion y nioijg themselves, reduce the p rice 
of labor to a minimum. 
Bnt the v ery 
ease of life in Cuba militates against 
this result. 
There is no such p ressure 
of p resent necessity as ex ists where na­ 
ture is less kind. Therefore the laborer 
can take more time for recreation, and 
comp etition is reduced hy the lack of 
anv natural incentiv e to lay up money 
for future needs. 
The consequence is 
that the hire of a carp enter, for in ­ 
stance. in Hav ana costs from half again 
to twice as much as the hire of a car­ 
p enter of the same cap acity in New 
York. 
This is another p oint at which 
the closer figuring of the American im­ 
migrant 
is 
likely to 
bring 
about 
changes. ” 
‘“ Yon sp oke a few minutes ago about 
p ublic baths V” 
“ Yes: I believe that one of the first 
things onr gov ernment could do with 
aiiv antage would be to set up p ublic 
baths in th** neighborhoods where the 
dwellings of the p oor are thickest. They 
should be first rate establishmeuts, too. 
not shabby ones. 
There an? houses in 
these neighborhoods which could be 
bought for a trifie and which are large 
enough aiui 
g o o « l enough in other re- 
Bp *'cts to p ay for making over inside. 
Tliey shoul*! hav e marble fioors atd tiled 
walis. 
The water sujip ly of Hav ana is 
abundant and g*» od, and these p laces, 
well kep t up and made p erfectly free, 
would p ay fur themselv es many times 
over in the moral imp rov ement of their 
p atrons. The commonest negro laborer 
in Hav ana will he a better and more 
self resp ecting man if he can be once 
taught the comfort of a clean body .” — 
Sp ecial to New York Post.

by the noted French artist. Chartran. 
for which President McKinley , ex -Sec- 
retary Day and Embassador Cam ben 
have recently be**n sitting, has been sold 
to Mr. Frick, heaii of the Carnegie Iron 
works, for $20,000. 
Judge Day sat for two day s recently , 
at the French embassy , his being the 
last of the figures to be iunerted in the 
p icture. 
The canv as is still in an em­ 
bry onic form, but with the comp letion 
of the figure outlines, the artist will 
take it to Paris for comp letion. The p ic­ 
ture is about eight feet long by six feet 
wide and gives a life size rep resenta­ 
tion of the group . It shows Embassador 
Cambon signing the instrument, while 
hy his side, closely observ ing the act, is 
Secretary Day . 
The p resident stands 
back of the desk, with a grav e ex p res­ 
sion of countenance, while farther back 
are Assistant Secretaries of State Moore, 
Adee and Cridler, and M. Thiebant of 
the French embassy . 
The p ortrait of 
Judge Day is p articularly striking as a 
likeness, and the former secretary ex ­ 
p resses himself as mnch p leased with it. 
The p resident is shown in a charac­ 
teristic attitude, with the right arm ex ­ 
tended, and two fingers p oised on the 
desk before him. The group is quite un­ 
like any of the p hotograp hic rep resenta­ 
tions of the ev ent which hav e been 
made, many of the lesser figures being 
omitted, while the arti.st has idealized 
the subject so as to giv e it that im­ 
p ressiv e seriousness which the actual 
ev ent had in restoring two warring na­ 
tions to a condition of p eace. 
Before being deliv ered to Mr. Frick 
the p icture will be taken from Paris to 
London and there ex hibited.—Wash­ 
ington Post.

Ernest Lee Conant of New York. who 
accompanied the evacuation commis­ 
sion to Cnba as counsel and who has 
since been practicing law in Havana, 
has been in W ashington for a brief 
visit and has discussed certain phases 
of the Caban situation with members 
of the administration. 
He regards the 
Cubans as a docile people, responsive to 
the right kind of treatment, but recog­ 
nizes the fact that the mode of life and 
habits of thought which have been 
bred into the people of the island for 
many generations cannot be sot aside 
in a day. 
It is human nature to resist 
the demand for a complete and instan­ 
taneous reversal of all the ideas one has 
acquired by inheritance and training. 
“ But the Cuban will come to it,” says 
Mr. Conant to a correspondent, “ and 
when he has taken up the new order of 
things he will feel as if he had had the 
same surroundings and the same ways 
all his life. 
“ In the city of Havana, where I am 
best acquainted with the local condi­ 
tions, the crying demand is for schools 
on the American pattern, both public 
and private; for fine parks for popular 
recreation—a positive necessity in that 
clim ate—and for public baths. I do not 
speak of an improved sewerage system 
and other sanitary measures that fall 
within the domain of the engineers; 
w hat I refer to is the satisfaction of the 
moral needs of the people, using the 
term in its broadest sense. 
'It would be a grand thing for the 
coming generation of Cubans—and it is 
the coming generation that we must 
look to for the permanent fruits of our 
work on the island—to have settled 
among them a few schoolmasters of the 
sort that has made such an impress 
upon our American youth. They should 
be men of fine character, naturally at­ 
tractive to younger men and boys, sym­ 
pathetic yet firm in their government, 
and fitted to draw to themselves a per­ 
sonal following and wield a wide influ­ 
ence. They could do a world of good by 
stirring the enthusiasm of their pupils, 
holding up before them higher ideals of 
life aud attainm ent, and mixing with 
their scholastic work an athletic ele­ 
ment which would take the boys out of 
a hothouse atmosphere and give new 
vitality and elasticity and a sense of 
strength to their bodies. W hat the Cu­ 
ban youth needs now is that kind of 
symmetrical rounding out. 
“ It is the practice in certain quarters 
to disparage the Cuban as a natural rev­ 
olutionist, and therefore unfit to take 
part in a free government. 
This is a 
mistake, I am convinced. The Cuban is 
naturally peaceable. Give him a gov­ 
ernment honestly conducted, aud one 
which recognizes his rights and protects 
his property, and he will undoubtedly 
give a good account of himself. 
W hat 
places the Cuban today at the greatest 
disadvantage in his environm ent 
His 
country is passing through a very try­ 
ing stage in its history. 
Slavery was 
abolished so recently that industrial 
conditions, and the popular notions 
about them, have not had a chance to 
settle themselves yet. The idea that all 
labor is honorable is a hard one to force 
in upon the mind of the ruling class in 
any community where wealth has been 
accumulated by the work of elaves. 
“ The American view of these things 
cannot be expected to prevail all at 
once. 
The best way to impress it will 
be to have thrifty and hardworking 
Americans enter the island, as they un­ 
doubtedly will, and by the infection of 
their example bring about a gradual 
revolution in popular sentiment. There 
is not a savings bank, I believe, in all 
Havana today. 
An enterprise in that 
line once launched in the past failed for 
lack of support. 
Nature is so prodigal 
and the climate so gentle that all neces­ 
sary food and clothing can be had, even 
by the poorest, with little effort, and 
for anything more than the bodily needs 
of the hour few of the poorer class 
think of providing. 
“ The presence of the lottery for a 
long period in the very midst of these 
people taught many of them to depend 
upon chance for anything like riches 
instead of looking to the slow accumu­ 
lation of petty savings by constant toil 
and close economy in living, as is the 
custom with the thrifty element in our 
poorer population here. The abolition 
of the lottery, which went its way with 
a number of other local institutions on 
the 1st of January, has not put an end 
to the feeling which supported it while 
in existence—the ambition to make a 
fortnne in a n ig h t The minds of the 
lottery patrons of the past will have to 
be diverted to new lines of thought. 
That will require time and patience, 
and, above all, personal example set by 
the American im m igrants; but I look 
to see the savings bank follow in the 
wake of the school and the new sanitary 


and clothe themselves* tor next ut Hom­ 
ing, ” the correspondent rem arked, “ one 
would naturally expect to find wages 
very low. ’ 
“ That.’ 
answered Mr. Conant. “ is 
one of the cases where conditions seem 
to give the lie to theory. Of course the 
law of supply and demand actually 
governs in the Cuban labor market, as 
elsewhere, but under an unfamiliar 
guise.

The consequence is 
that the hire of a carpenter, for in­ 
stance, in Havana costs from half again 
to twice as much as the hire of a car­ 
penter of the same capacity in New 
York. 
This is another point at which

is 
likely to 
bring 
about 
changes. ” 
‘“ Yon spoke a few minutes agoabout 
public baths?” 
“ Yes; I believe that one of the first 
things our government could do with 
advantage would be to set up public 
baths in the neighborhoods where the 
dwellings of the poor are thickest. They 
should be first rate establishments, too. 
not shabby ones. 
There are houses iii 
these neighborhoods which could be 
bought for a trifle and which are large 
enough and good enough in other re­ 
spects to pay for making over inside. 
They should have marble floors and tiled 
walls. 
The water supply of Havana is 
abundant and good, and these places, 
well kept up and made perfectly free, 
would pay for themselves many times 
over in the moral improvement of their 
patrons.

ses.sed of plenty of ammunition.

troops have never met American sol­ 
diers, and tiiey think, according to re- 
p(« *ts carried to San Fernando, that they 
can “ whip the whole lot.” 
Bacolor is well entrenched, and tliou- 
sands of natives are 
working like 
lieavtTs, digging trcnche.s and carrying 
the dirt in baskets. 
The enemy uses 
his riflemen for tightmg only, but com­ 
pels the bolomeu aud Chinese, aud eveu 
the women, to labi)r iucessiiiitly. 
The rebels have an outixist about a 
mile beyond Sau Fernando, w ith a 
trench that holds between 200 imd 300 
men. 
From that point several volleys 
were tired last night upon the camp of 
the Tweutietli Kansas regiment. 
Neither General Mac Arthur or G en­ 
eral Lawtou moved Sunday, although 
each recoimoiteretl the country iu his 
own vicinity for some miles from head­ 
quarters, developing the presence of 
small forces of tlie enemy.

Manila, May 8.—The next task of 
Hie Americans will probably be to clear 
the Filipinos out of Bacolor, about live 
miles southwest of San Fernando. The 
rebel General Mascardo has a force of 
6,000 men there, well armed and pos­ 
sessed of plenty of ammunition. 
His 
troops have never met American sol­ 
diers, and they think, according to re­ 
ports carried to San Fernando, that they 
can “ whip the whole lot.” 
Bacolor is well entrenched, and thou- 
sands of natives are working like 
beavers, digging trenches and carrying 
the dirt in baskets. The enemy uses 
his riflemen for fighting only, but com­ 
pels the bolomen aud Chinese, and even 
the women, to labor incessantly. 
The rebels have an outpost about a 
mile beyond San Fernando, with a 
trench that holds between 200 mid 300 
men. From that point several volleys 
were tired last night upon the camp of 
the Twentieth Kansas regiment. 
Neither General MacArthur or Gen­ 
eral Lawton moved Sunday, although 
each reconnoitered the country in his 
own vicinity for some miles from head­ 
quarters, developing the presence of 
small forces of the enemy. 
In the vicinity of Laguna de Bay the 
rebels are extremely active, but the lines 
of General Ovenshiue 
and 
Colonel 
Wholley, w h o is commanding General 
King’s brigade during the latter’s ill­ 
ness, have been materially strength­ 
ened, aud there is no danger in that di­ 
rection. 
The armed steamers Laguna de Bay 
aud Cavadouga, under Captain Grant, 
have gone to Guagua, about five miles 
southwest of Bacolor, presumably to es­ 
tablish a a base of supplies for the troops 
engaged in the northern campaign. 
It is rumored that Mabiui, president 
of the cabinet, aud minister of foreign 
affairs in the so-called Filipino govern­ 
ment, who is a radical, is to be suc­ 
ceeded by Pateruo, the framer of the 
Spanish treaty of 1896. This change is 
regarded as significant at the present 
juncture.

The entrance of the Americans into 
San Fernando was virtually unopposed. 
The Filipinos, who expected the in­ 
vaders to approach from the sea, had 
that side of the town strongly guarded, 
but there was only oue line of trenches 
beyond San Tomas.

The entrance of the Americans into 
San Fernando was virtually unopposed. 
Tile Filipinos, who expected the in­ 
vaders to approach from the sea, had 
that side of the town strongly guarded, 
but tlitre was only one line of trenches 
beyond San Tomas. Two battalion of 
the Fifty-first Iowa regiment, which 
swam the river north of the city, were 
smartly peppered while in the water, 
but the rebels disappeared as soon as 
tile Americans reached the shore. In 
the meantime the hospital squad had 
walked across the bridge into the city, 
supposing the Americans were there. 
They encountered no natives. 
The few Spaniards and Filipinos who 
were left welcomed the Americans and 
opened their houses to them, General 
MacArthur accepting entertainment at 
the hands of Senor Hizou, a sugar 
magnate. 
If the inhabitants of the San Fer­ 
nando region are to be believed, there 
was little sympathy with the insurrec­ 
tion iii that quarter. 
Before evacuating 
the city the rebels burned the church 
and the public buildings and looted the 
Chinese quart or. They dr. ive many rich 
Filipinos, with their families, out of the 
city before them, as well as hundreds of 
Chinese, to prevent them helping the 
Americans. 
They cut the throats of 
some. Many Chinese hid on roof tops 
or iii cellars, and some escaped by cut­ 
ting off their queues. There were 50 
fresh graves in tho churchyard. 
The country beyond Calumpit was 
full of all sorts of iugenius trenches and 
pitfalls in the roads, with sharpened 
bamboo, Fortunately the Americans 
escaped the latter. 
In the swamps near San Tomas, 
where General Wheaton’s troops did 
their hardest fighting—the men sinking 
to their waists in mud—were many 
bodies of Filipinos, smelling horribly. 
The army is really enjoying life at 
San Fernando, which is the most pic- 
turesques and wealthy town the Ameri­ 
cans have entered since the occupation 
of Manila. 
The troops are encamped around in 
the suburbs aud are beginning to think 
they may be quartered there during the 


After Bacolor has been cleared water 
communication with Manila may be 
established. 
The American troops were much ex­ 
hausted by the campaign, except the 
Iowa troops, which were comparatively 
fresh. 
The regiments of the division 
average less than 50 men to a company, 
and all have a weatherworn appear­ 
ance.

THE TWELFTH CENSUS. 


Preparation That Is Being Made 
For It In Washing ton.

The g overuinent is g etting ready to 
» l)end 18.000,000 or |9 ,000,000 on the 
tw elfth census of the United States and 
for the 60,000 positions to be filled hun­ 
dreds of applications are already being 
received daily at W ashing ton. 
W hile 
the g eneral plan of taking the census 
w ill be the same as was adopted in 
1890, the g overnm ent will profit by 
past ex perience and will conduct it on 
a much more practical plan than here­ 
tofore. 
In preparing the repiirts there are 
really two counts taken of the popula­ 
tion. 
The first is by enumerators, who 
m ake their canvass from house to house 
and from farm to farm, noting the 
num ber of persons to each fam ily in 
connection w ith other inform ation. The 
aecond count is taken at the bureau. It 
would be the task of years to ascertain 
th e num ber of people in the U nited 
States if the usual methods of addition 
were followed, but the bureau bring s 
into use a device which allows 
1 0 0 
clerks to g et out the totals in a few 
days. This tim e they will probably com­ 
plete additions w ithin ten days. 
One of the rooms in the census bureau 
w ill be fitted up w ith electric tab u­ 
lators, each of which is connected to a 
keyboard reg ulated by one of the count­ 
ing clerks. 
Each tabulator is arrang ed 
to reg ister from 1 to 40. As the reports 
of the num erators are received, piles are 
placed beside the operator, he picks up 
the first, g lances at the fig ures marked 
in a certain corner, touches the key on 
which th at fig ure is m arked and the 
corresponding fig ures appeaf on the face 
of the tabulator. 
By com paring these 
w ith the ones on the report he knows 
w hether he has reg istered accurately 
or not. A t the same tim e the total num ­ 
ber reg istered appears in another space 
on the face of the tabulator. If the fam ­ 
ily comprises 17 persons, th at num ber 
is reg istered in addition to the 50,000 
•or more which may have been counted. 
I t is calculated th at no fam ily will ex ­ 
ceed 40 persons, including the children, 
brothers and sisters and other relations 
who may be living in the house. 
In 
case the num ber runs above 40 it m ust 
be added separately, but this seldom oc­ 
curs. 
W hen it is stated th at 100 of 
these machines are being worked at the 
same tim e by counters, who fing er the 
keys almost as rapidly as if they were 
w orking a typew riter, an idea may l)e 
g ained of the speed w ith which the 
work prog resses. 
Ill the last census some of this force 
'w u nte d 48,000 persons daily. 
They 
■ were among the women clerks, how­ 
ever. who obtained a much better rec­ 
ord for speed than did the men. who 
rang ed fiom 25,000 to 30,000 persons 
each daily. It is ex pected th at this year 
fully 1 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 persons will be counted 
daily, or at the rate of nearly 
2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
fam ilies, which, as already stated, oug ht 
to complete the work w ithin ten days. 
The canvas from house to house will l>e- 
g in at the same tim e all over the coun­ 
try. 
To carry out this part of the cen- 
« us properly, the country is divided into 
300 districts, each in charg e of a super­ 
visor. who has the appointm ent of the 
•enumerator. 
Altog ether about 50,000 
of these enum erators will be needed. 
Any one who is fairly intellig ent and 
who can reatl and w rite is (jualified for 
th e position and this arm y will be made 
Tip principally of those w’ho have influ­ 
ence w ith the supervisors.either throug h 
cong ressional representatives or other­ 
wise. 
it is not an easy undertaking , as the 
ones who canvass the cities will have 
« nany more families to visit than will 
tho.se in the rural sections. 
The lim it 
i.* ■supposed to be about 
4 .0 0 0 families, 
aUhoug h in some portions of the U nited 
States all of the tim e will be req uired 
tfor an enunierator to visit 50 or 60 
fam ilies, owing to the distance between 
habitations in the more sparsely settled 
portions. 
The pay will rang e from 2 
cents a name upward, varying accord­ 
ing to the difficulties of the work, and 
is larg ely at the discretion of the super­ 
visors. 
The g overnment is very much inter­ 
ested in knowing w hat proportion of 
the people is not self supporting , also 
w hat portion is insane or imbecile, and 
it keeps a careful record of the men 
w ho have been in its m ilitary service. 
T he report, which is re<inired to be 
m ade of each family, however, contains 
answ ers to alx )iit 30 q uestions, which 
g ive enoug h inform ation to furnish a 
fair account of every person who comes 
tinder the enumerator. 
The q uestions 
relate to the num ber of persons in the 
fam ily visited; their names, relation- 
-ship, color, sex , ag e, condition, birth- 
iplace, num ber of children of the various 
.pax ents; citizenship, the school attend­ 
ance of the children, those who speak 
Eng lish and those who speak a foreig n 
lang uag e; if the dwelling is owned or 
rented or mortg ag ed. 
Ample space is allo tted fo r this in- 


torm ation, and in a conspicuous space 
in the corner of the sheet is a place for 
fig ures representing the num ber of per- 
tsOUS. 
In cities and larg er villag es the 
canvassers call at the principal factories 
and business places and thus obtain ad­ 
ditional statem ents which tend to verify 
those made in the dwelling s. Schedules 
assig ned to the country districts include 
g eneral q uestions about the num ber of 
acres to the farm, acreag e of cultiva­ 
tion, the averag e yield of the principal 
crops and the variety of staples which 
are raised. 
As probably 25,000,000 enum erators’ 
schedules will be received to be ex am ­ 
ined and tabulated at th'* census bureau 
the am ount of work in this respect 
alone cun Iw 
appreciated. 
It would 
form the basis for a dozen volumes of 


1 ,0 0 0 pag es each, Vrat it really repre­ 
sents bu,t a m inor jK>rtion of the work, 
for the 
investig ation by the special 
ag ents is considered as im portant and 
involves m uch more lalx ir. In outlining 
the operations of the special ag ents the 
g overnm ent is of the opinion th at in­ 
form ation of the principal industries is 
of g eneral public interest as well as 
data of new and peculiar branches of 
m anufacturing , m ining and the like. 
In the reports on ag riculture it also 
g ives special attention to the cultiva­ 
tion of staple crops, g rowing of fruits 
and the raising of certain veg etables. 
The fishing business, which was consid­ 
erably neg lected in the last census, will 
be ex haustively investig ated, especially 
as to methods and production. 
The varions special ag ents, of whom 
probably 3,500 will be employed at dif­ 
ferent times, are supposed to have a 
technical knowledg e of the work to 
which they are assig ned. For instance, 
a bank clerk cr bookkeeper will not be 
lent to obtain statistics of steel m anu­ 
facturing , nor will a m an fam iliar w ith 
the raanufactnre of nails be oommis- 
sioiied to obtain facts reg arding the 
tex tile industry or the g row ing of to­ 
bacco. A report on cotton m anufactur­ 
ing in certain districts means not only 
the num ber of mills, the capital invest­ 
ed and the am onnt of eq uipm ent, but 
the num ber, character and ag e of em­ 
ployees, the q uality and q uantity of 
g oods m anufactured, the averag e m arket 
price, the power utilized, the cost of 
the fuel, if any, the ag e of the mills 
and the m aterial of which they are 
built, the possibilities for enlarg em ent 
and the g eneral prospects. 
To do work 
of this kind req uires a m an who has an 
idea of the industry; otherwise bad 
mistakes will g reatly affect the charac­ 
ter of the report. 
Some of the special 
ag ents may be in the service only a few 
days, while others will be hard at work 
[Kissibly for two years. 
One may have

The m ail m atter will be 
enoug h to run a g ood size postoffice, and 
a branch of the city postoffice service 
probably will be established in the bu­ 
reau in order to save time.

THE TWELFTH CENSUS. 


Preparation That Is Being Made 
For It In Washington. 


MAGNITUDE OF WOBK INVOLVED. 


Hundred* of Application* Dally For 
the Sixty Thonnand Po*ltlon* to Be 
F illed —How Inquiries Are Pursued. 
U fty Be Tw enty-live M illion Fnu- 


meratora* Schedule*. 
The government is getting ready to 
spend $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 on the 
tw elfth census of the U nited States and 
for the 60,000 positions to be filled hun­ 
dreds of applications are already being 
received daily at W ashington. 
W hile 
the general plan of taking the census 
w ill be the same as was adopted in 
1890, the governm ent will profit by 
past experience and will conduct it on 
a much more practical plan than here­ 
tofore. 
In preparing the reports there are 
really two counts taken of the popula­ 
tion. 
The first is by enum erators, who 
m ake their canvass from house to honse 
and from farm to farm , noting the 
cum ber of persons to each fam ily in 
connection w ith other inform ation. The 
second count is taken a t the bureau. It 
would be the task of years to ascertain 
th e num ber of people in the U nited 
S tates if the usual m ethods of addition 
were followed, b ut the bureau brings 
in to use a device which allows IOO 
clerks to get out the totals in a few 
days. This tim e they will probably com 
plate additions w ithin ten days. 
One of the rooms in the census bureau 
w ill be fitted up w ith electric tab u ­ 
lators, each of which is connected to a 
keyboard regulated by one of the count­ 
in g clerks. 
Each tabulator is arranged 
to register from I to 40. As the reports 
of the num erators are received, piles are 
placed beside the operator, he picks up 
the first, glances at the figures marked 
in a certain corner, touches the key on 
which th at figure is m arked and the 
corresponding figures appeal* on the face 
of the tabulator. 
By com paring these 
w ith the ones on the report he knows 
w hether he has registered accurately 
o r not. A t the same tim e the total num ­ 
ber registered appears in another space 
on the face of the tabulator. If the fam ­ 
ily comprises 17 persons, th at num ber 
ia registered in addition to the 50,000 
o r more which may have been counted. 
I t is calculated th at no fam ily will ex­ 
ceed 40 persons, including the children, 
brothers and sisters and other relations 
who may be living in the house. 
In 
case the num ber runs above 40 it m ust 
be added separately, but this seldom oc­ 
curs. 
W hen it is stated th at IOO of 
these m achines are being worked at the 
same tim e by counters, who finger the 
keys almost as rapidly as if they were 
w orking a typew riter, an idea may be 
gained of the speed w ith which the 
w ork progresses. 
In the last census some of this force 
counted 48,000 persons daily. 
They 
■ were among the women clerks, how­ 
ever, who obtained a m uch better rec­ 
ord for speed than did the men. who 
ranged fiom 25,000 to 80,000 persons 
each daily. It is expected th at this year 
fully 10,000,000 persons will be counted 
daily, or at the rate of nearly 2,000,000 
fam ilies, which, as already stated, ought 
'to complete the work w ithin ten days. 
T he cauvas from house to house will be­ 
gin at the same tim e all over the coun­ 
try. 
To carry out this part of the cen­ 
sus properly, the country is divided into 
300 districts, each in charge of a super­ 
visor, who has the appointm ent of the 
enum erator. 
Altogether about 50,000 
of these enum erators will be needed. 
Any one who is fairly intelligent and 
who can read and w rite is qualified for 


form ation, and in a conspicuous space 
in the corner of the sheet is a place for 
figures representing the num ber of per­ 
sons. 
In cities and larger villages the 
canvassers call at the principal factories 
and business places and thus obtain ad­ 
ditional statem ents which tend to verify 
those made in the dwellings. Schedules 
assigned to the country districts include 
general questions about the num ber of 
acres to the farm , acreage of cultiva­ 
tion, the average yield of the principal 
crops and the variety of staples which 
are raised. 
As probably 25,000,000 enum erators’ 
schedules will be received to be exam ­ 
ined and tabulated at th " census bureau 
the am ount of work in this respect 
alone can be appreciated. 
It would 
form tho basis for a dozen volumes of 
1,000 pages each, but it really repre­ 
sents but a m inor portion of the work, 
for the investigation by the special 
agents is considered as im portant and 
involves m uch more labor. In outlining 
the operations of the special agents the 
governm ent is of the opinion th at in ­ 
form ation of the principal industries is 
of general public interest as well as 
data of new and peculiar branches of 
m anufacturing, m ining and the like. 
n the reports on agriculture it also 
gives special attention to the cultiva­ 
tion of staple crops, growing of fruits 
and the raising of certain vegetables. 
The fishing business, which was consid­ 
erably neglected in the last census, will 
be exhaustively investigated, especially 
as to methods and production

In outlining 
the operations of the special agents the 
government is of the opinion that in­ 
formation of the principal industries is 
of general public interest as well as 
data of new and peculiar branches of 
manufacturing, mining and the like. 
In the reports on agriculture it also 
gives special attention to the cultiva­ 
tion of staple crops, growing of fruits 
and the raising of certain vegetables. 
The fishing business, which was consid­ 
erably neglected in the last census, will 
be exhaustively investigated, especially 
as to methods and production. 
The various special agents, of whom 
probably 2,500 will be employed at dif­ 
ferent times, are supposed to have a 
technical knowledge of the work to 
which they are assigned. For instance, 
a bank clerk cr bookkeeper will not be 
sent to obtain statistics of steel manu­ 
facturing, nor will a man familiar with 
the manufacture of nails be oommis- 
sioned to obtain facts regarding the 
textile industry or the growing of to­ 
bacco. A report on cotton manufactur­

the general plan of taking the census 
will be the same as was adopted in 
1890, the government will profit by 
past experience and will conduct it on 
a much more practical plan than here­ 
tofore. 
In preparing the reports there are 
really two counts taken of the popula­ 
tion. The first is by enumerators, who 
make their canvass from house to house 
and from farm to farm, noting the 
cumber of persons to each family in 
connection with other information. The 
•econd count is taken at the bureau. It 
would be the task of years to ascertain 
the number of people in the United 
States if the usual methods of addition 
were followed, but the bureau brings 
into use a device which allows IOO 
clerks to get out the totals in a few 
days. This time they will probably com­ 
plete additions within ten days. 
One of the rooms in the census bureau 
will be fitted up with electric tabu­ 
lators, each of which is connected to a 
keyboard regulated by one of the count­ 
ing clerks. 
Each tabulator is arranged 
to register from I to 40. As the reports 
of the numerators are received, piles are 
placed beside the operator, he picks up 
the first, glances at the figures marked 
in a certain corner, touches the key on 
which that figure is marked and the 
corresponding figures appeal on the face 
of the tabulator. By comparing these 
with the ones on the report he knows 
whether he has registered accurately 
or not. At the same time the total num­ 
ber registered appears in another space 
on the face of the tabulator. If the fam­ 
ily comprises 17 persons, that number 
is registered in addition to the 50,000 
or more which may have been counted. 
It is calculated that no family will ex­ 
ceed 40 persons, including the children, 
brothers and sisters and other relations 
who may be living in the house. 
In 
case the number runs above 40 it must 
be added separately, but this seldom oc­ 
curs. 
When it is stated that IOO of 
these machines are being worked at the 
same time by counters, who finger the 
keys almost as rapidly as if they were 
working a typewriter, an idea may be 
gained of the speed with which the 
work progresses. 
In the last census some of this force 
counted 48,000 persons daily. 
They 
were among the women clerks, how­ 
ever, who obtained a much better rec­ 
ord for speed than did the men, who 
ranged from 25,000 to 30,000 persons 
each daily. It is expected that this year 
fully 10,000,000 persons will be counted ( 
daily, or at the rate of nearly 2,000,000 
families, which, as already stated, ought 
to complete the work within ten days. 
The canvas from house to house will be­ 
gin at the same time all over the coun­ 
try. To carry out this part of the cen­ 
sus properly. the country is divided into 
300 districts, each in charge of a super­ 
visor, who has the appointment of the 
enumerator. 
Altogether about 50,000 
of these enumerators will be needed. 
Any one who is fairly intelligent and 
who can read and write is qualified for 
the position aud this army will be made 
vip principally of those who have influ­ 
ence with the supervisors, either through 
congressional representatives or other­ 
wise. 
it is not an easy undertaking, as the 
ones who canvass the cities will have 
many more families to visit than will 
fcbose in the rural sections. The limit 
la supposed to be about 4,000 families, 
although in some portions of the United 
States all of the time will be required 
ifor an enumerator to visit 50 or 60 
families, owing to the distance between 
habitations in the more sparsely settled 
portions. The pay will range from 2 
cents a name upward, varying accord­ 
ing to the difficulties of the work, and 
i s largely at the discretion of the super­ 
visors. 
The government is very lunch inter­ 
ested in knowing what proportion of 
the people is not self supporting, also 
what portion is insane or imbecile, and 
it keeps a careful record of the men 
who have been in its military service. 
The report, which is required to be 
made of each family, however, contains 
answers to about 30 questions, which 
give enough information to furnish a 
fair account of every person who comes 
under the enumerator. The questions 
relate to the number of persons in the 
family visited; their names, relation- 
-ship, color, sex, age, condition, birth­ 
place, number of children of the various 
parents; citizenship, the school attend­ 
ance of the children, those who speak 
English and those who speak a foreign 
language; if the dwelling is owned or 
rented or mortgaged. 
Ample space is allotted for this in-

This pon derous mass of con crete 
was bu ilt an d lowered in to place while 
the water was there. 
First, a great 
man y piles were driv en deep in to the 
bed of the riv er an d their tops sawed 
off ev en with the earth bottom. 
This 
collection of thickly driv en piles was to 
in su re a solid fou n dation . 
The work 
bad been performed du rin g the period 
of low water, an d the completion of the 
u n dertakin g promised to be easy . Then 
the rain s of a few weeks ago greatly 
swelled the v olume of water in ¿he San 
Joaqu in riv er, an d at the same time 
brou ght alon g an allu v ial deposit of 
18 
in ches of « 'arth, which v v as left on toy 
of the pilin g, upon which the con cret( 
was to rest directly . 
How to get that 
deposit off was a problem, because ou t­ 
side piles bad alrejidy been driv en , en ­ 
circlin g those su bmerged an d ex ten din g 
high abov e the su rface of the 15 feet of 
water. These projectin g piles prev en ted 
a dredger bein g used, so a div er han ­ 
dlin g a n ozzle sen din g a powerfn l stream 
of water descen ded to the bottom of the 
riv er, an d, workin g u n der water, liter­ 
ally tore away the deposit with the v io­ 
len ce of the big stream that was play ed 
like a gian t in a hy drau lic min e. 
The projectin g piles were to be n sed 
as a sort of scaffoldin g in the work ol 
lowerin g the con crete pillar. The great 
circu lar mass of cemen t was formed 
lay er on lay er ju st abov e the su rface of 
the water an d lowered a little at a 
time, the bu oy an cy of the water reliev ­ 
in g the strain on the su pportin g piles 
Fin ally the bottom of the mass settled 
upon the tops of the su bmerged sawed 
off piles after n early ten day s of lower­ 
in g an d bu ildin g. The completed work 
is on e of the largest bridge piers on tli€ 
Pacific coast. —San Fran cisco Chron icle

WORKED WITH BROKEN ARM. 


Interesting Incidents of W ar In 
the Philippines. 


V a lle y KntlronUN Ola­ 
th e San (Intuit . i» 
Chief Engineer VY b. Mmvv, Jr., of 
the \ alley road completed the ether 
evening a rt-mar^al Je and interesting 
engineering feat in the successful plac­ 
ing in midchannel of the San Joaquin 
river, two miles west of Stockton, of a 
column of solid concrete 25 feet in din 
meter aud nearly 20 feet high. This 
massive pillar, or pier. as it is called, is 
to be the main support on which the 
railroad drawbridge will turn to permit 
vessels to pass up and down the river. 
Ordinarily such a pier is erected by 
sinking a caisson and pumping out the 
water, so that the workmen really 
operate dry shod inside the water tight 
walls. This ponderous mass of concrete 
was built and lowered into place while 
the water was there. 
First, a great 
many piles were driven deep into the 
bed of the river and their tops sawed 
off even with the earth bottom. This 
collection of thickly driven piles was to 
insure a solid foundation. 
The work 
had been performed during the period 
of low water, and the completion of the 
undertaking promised to be easy. Then 
the rains of a few weeks ago .greatly 
swelled the volume of water in che San 
Joaquin river, and at the same time 
br<'light along an alluvial deposit of 18 
inches of earth, which was left on top 
of the piling, upon which the concrete 
was to rest directly. 
How to get that 
deposit off was a problem, because out­ 
side piles had already been driven, en­ 
circling those submerged and extending 
high above the surface of the 15 feet of 
water. These projecting piles prevented 
a dredger being used, so a diver han­ 
dling a nozzle sending a powerful stream 
of water descended to the bottom of the 
river, and, working under water, liter­ 
ally tore away the deposit with the vio 
lence of the big stream that was played 
like a giant in a hydraulic mine. 
The projecting piles were to be used 
as a sort of scaffolding in the work of 
lowering the concrete pillar. The great 
circular mass of cement was formed 
layer on layer just above the surface of 
the water and lowered a little at f 
time, the buoyancy of the water reliev 
ing the strain on the supporting piles 
Finally the bottom of the mass settler 
upon the tops of the submerged sawed 
off piles after nearly ten days of lower 
ing and building. The completed work 
is one of the largest bridge piers on the 
Pacific coast. —San Francisco Chronicle

When about to 
give up, a volley was fired and he saw 
his enemies drop dead. 
He again lost 
consciousness, to wake up a few hours 
later lying in a deep hole on top of the 
dead insurgents.

off even with the earth bottom.

collection of thickly driven piles was ti 
insure a solid foundation. 
The work 
had been performed during the period 
of low water, and the completion of the 
undertaking promised to be easy. Tlx 
the rains of a few weeks ago greatl 
swelled the volume of water in che San 
Joaquin river, and at the same tirnt 
brought along an alluvial deposit of I 
inches of earth, which was left on ti 
of the piling, upon which the concrete 
was to rest directly. 
How to get that 
deposit off was a problem, because out 
side piles had already been driven, en 
circling those submerged and extendin 
high above the surface of the 15 feet of 
water. These projecting piles prevented 
a dredger being used, so a diver ban 
dling a nozzle sending a powerful stream 
of water descended to the bottom of the 
river, and, working under water, liter 
ally tore away the deposit with the vio 
lence of the big stream that was playec 
like a giant in a hydraulic mine. 
The projecting piles were to be usee 
as a sort of scaffolding in the work ol 
lowering the concrete pillar. The great 
circular mass of cement was former 
layer on layer just above the surface of 
the water and lowered a little at 
time, the buoyancy of the water reliev 
ing the strain on the supporting piles 
Finally the bottom of the mass settled 
upon the tops of the submerged sawecl 
off piles after nearly ten days of lower 
ing and building.

W a s h i n g t o n , May 8— By direction 
n{ ,be president, who approved the ta d - 
togs Acting Secretary of W ar Meikle- 
ohu wade public the report and fmd- 
r 
of the m ilitary court appointed to 
investigate the charges m ade by M ajor 
General Miles, com m anding the arm y, 
(tat the beef supplied to the arm y d u r ­ 
ing the w ar w i t h Spain w as unfit for 
the use of the troops. 
The conclusion of the oourt adverse 
to further proceedings based upon the 
rharges is as follows: 


- I t h a s been developed rn the course 
of the inquiry, as recited iii this report, 


t h a t iii some instances certain individ­ 
u al failed to perform the full m easure 
Ot dutv or to observe tho proprieties 
which (lignify high m ilitary command, 
but the court is of the opinion that tho 
mere statem ent in the official report of 
the facts developed m eets the ends of 
discipline, and that the interests of the 
service will be best subserved it fu rth e r 
proceedings be uot tak en .’ 
There is more or less criticism ot 
General Miles in various parts of the re­ 
tain 
Probably tile most direct instance 
is the one which states th at beyond the 
criticism of officers found elsewhere is 
the report: 
, ^ 
„ 
“The court finds th at against none of 
the officers com m anding corps, divi­ 
sions, brigades aud regim ents aud their 
start officers should a charge ot guilt be 
brought. 
, 
, 
. 
“The court also finds th a t the m ajor 
general commanding the annv had no 
sufficient justification for alleging that 
the refrigerated beef was embalmed or 
was unfit for issue to troops. 
It also 
finds that he comm itted an error in th at 
having belief or knowledge as claim ed 
that the food was unlit, th at it caused 
sickness aud distress, th at some of it 
was supplied under tile pretense of ex­ 
periment. th a t other beef 
was em ­ 
balmed, he did uot im m ediately report 
such knowledge or belief to tile secre­ 
tary of war to the end th at a proper 
remedy might be prom ptly applied.” 
The censure of Colonel Mans, in ­ 
spector general on G eneral M iles’ stat! 
is based upon his failure to call a tte n ­ 
tion to charges concerning the beef at 
Chickamauga contained in a re()ort of 
inspec tion made by Dr. (or M ajor) Daly 
on Dot. 28 last, in w hich he stated his 
belief that the beef w as chemically 


“The silence of Colonel M aus,” says 
the oourt, “ on so im portant a m atter as 
the chemicalized beef reported by Major 
Daly and personally know n to himself, 
is most rem arkable.” 
The rem ark is 
also made that General M iles’ failure to 
draw social attention to this report is 
“unexplained.” 
Commenting upon G eneral M iles’ tes­ 
timony tiiat be had first formed the 
opinion last August th at the refrigerated 
beef had been processed, the oourt re­ 
marks: 
“ Whatever the date upon w hich he 
formed a belief, or a reasonable suspi­ 
cion, that the health of the troops was 
being impaired by the use of deleterious 
food, it was his bounden duty, in the 
opinion of the court, instantly to take 
the most effective m easures w ithin his 
control to ascertain the actual fact aud 
to correct the wrong, if any should be 
found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the arm y by contractors aud 
to have submitted these samples to 
chemical exam ination 
w hich 
would 
have resulted in the detection of the 
8 
reduce or absence of boric and salicy- 
c acids, or any other chem ical agent 
that may have been used as a preserva­ 
tive agent. 
Yet no such precaution as 
that suggested was taken by the m ajor 
general commanding a t th a t tim e, or at 
any subsequent tim e so far as has been 
learned by the oourt. 
“ The court finds th at the allegations 
of the m ajor general com m anding to 
the effect that the refrigerated beef 
supplied to the troops w as treated w ith 
chemical preservatives have not been 
established. 
The court also finds th at 
muc h of the allegations of the m ajor 
general commanding in respect to the 
canned roast beef, as relates to its u n ­ 
suitability for food, as actually used on 
the transDorts, and as to its extensive or 
wag continued use as a field ration are 
■Muffled. 
In the opinion of the court 
none of the other allegations in relation 
to the canned fresh beef are sustained. 
I ho evidence shows th at Colonel John 
F. Weston, assistant comm issary gen­ 
eral of subsistence, recom m ended the 
adoption of the canned roast beef as a 
JUipouent of the field ration, aud to 
na extent he is respo 
places 
JA extent he is responsible.” 
The report places the quantity of 
Mined roast beef purchased for the 
by the commissary department at 
,b47 174 
pounds, 
including 
#50,000 
curios which was brought from Liver­ 
ed and other iSnglish ports. 
This 
mount is characterized as excessive, 
ml the commissary general (G eneral 
is severely criticized in several 
m ta of the docum ent on this score. 
ne of the severest rebukes is as fol* 


“Considering the little use that had 
been made of this beef iu the regular 
iinny,the probability that the volunteers 
Were entirely ignorant of it, that its use 
As a part of the field ration had never been 
sanctioned by tile president or secretary 
of w ar, the court can but characterize 
the action of the commissary general of 
subsistence as unw arranted and reck­ 
less—iii that he ordered the purchase of 
such enormous quantities of a food tiiat 
was practically untried and unknown 
and the court so finds. 
The court also 
finds th at there is no ground for any 
im putation -whatever of any other actu­ 
ating motive on the part of the commis­ 
sary general than the earnest desire to 
procure the best possible food for the 
troops. 
The court pronounces this act 
of the commissary general of subsist­ 
ence a collosal error for which there is 
no palliation. ” 
The court finds that there was neglect 
in Cujm and to a less degree in Porto 
Hico iu delivering the refrigerated beef. 
“ The court,” says the report, “ does 
not wish to state the case more strongly 
than to say that the finding appears to 
De w arranted that too muon tim e was 
consumed in distributing this perishable 
article. 
The fault, if any tnere was, 
rested w ith the brigade and higher 
commanding officers and their commis­ 
saries and quarterm asters, but the testi­ 
mony is not so definite or specific as to 
w arrant the naming by the court of any 
particular officers.” 
They say th at the 
refrigerated beef was at first received 
w ith great satisfaction. 
There is also 
criticism of the delay in unloading the 
refrigerating apparatus of Swift & Co. 
at Santiago. 
“ An appeal by the con­ 
tractor’s agent to General Shafter for 
rd order on the quarterm aster to expe­ 
dite the delivery from the transport of 
the refrigerating plant did not effect 
any result. 
The delay iu this m atter 
was the cause of serious loss.” 
“ The court is of the opinion th at the 
canned roast beef was uot suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities and 
the absence from th at ration of fresh 
vegetables and condiments. 
For use on 
shore as a field ration, where the com­ 
panies had their camp cooking equip­ 
m ent, aud vegetabes were available, 
canned roast beef is suitable for issue, 
say two days in ten, but not for two 
days in succession. 
In some organiza­ 
tions it seems to have constituted at 
last one-lialf of the m eat ration, and 
until after the surrender the troops had 
no m eans for other cooking than was 
practicable w ith the individual kit car­ 
ried. 
For such extensive use, or any 
use, exceeding one day in five, the court 
finds this beef unsuitable. 
“ The refrigerated beef is, in tho opin­ 
ion of the court, a suitable ration for 
troops w hen it can be issued to them in 
good condition.” 
The opinion is expressed that it would 
have been impracticable to laud beef 
cattle on the hoof in Cuba, the rem ark 
of the court on this point being as fol­ 
lows: 
, 
“ The com m anding general of the ex­ 
pedition characterizes as ‘absurd such a 
proposition, and many- of his comm and­ 
ing officers, whose opinion is given in 
the testim ony, coincided w ith him in 
the im practicability or inexpediency of 
such a project, 
The court censures iii 
the opinion of these men whose experi­ 
ence in active m ilitary service dated 
from 1861.” 
An instruction of the president s to 
the court was that “ if the (lackers of 
the country are 
guilty it m ust be 
kuow n.” 
Replying to this direction 
the court savs: 
“ The court finds th at at the outbreak 
of hostilities in April, 1898, the packers 
of canned beef were engaged hi the 
m anufacture of an article of standard 
quality, well kuown to the trade and tne 
subsistence departm ent, under the mime 
of canned roast beef. 
The methods of 
packing then in use were the same as 
those habitually employed in tho prepa­ 
ration of the m eat as an article of emu* 
uierce, and the court does not find that 
they underw ent any change during tile 
progress of the war. 
The largo pur­ 
chases for the use of the m ilitary forces 
during the m ouths of May and June, 
1898, were made—not at the solicitation 
of the (lackers, or in consequence of ef­ 
forts put forth by them for that purpose 
but by the order and upon the m itia- 
five of the commissary general of sub­ 
sistence, such purchases being made in 
every case by officers of his departm ent 
in the usual m anner.” 
On another point connected w ith the 
packers the court says: 
“ Although the subject of 
m ent of accounts between the U nited 
States and contractors was not referred 
to the court, it appears from the testi­ 
mony th at whenever any cans have 
been found to be defective, subsequent 
to their original delivery to the subsist­ 
ence departm ent, such cans have been 
r»minced in every instance. 
Iffie charges of General Miles as made 
in newspaper interviews, as well a* 
those made before the vcar mvvstigatiiig 
com m ission, are referred to at It ngth, 
m uons them being t h e interview vnth 
tile general sent vat from New York 
by The Associated Press on Jam ^81,in 
which General Miles was quoted as s a t­

The testimony shows that the beef 
treated by the Powell process which 
was declared by Dr. Daly to contain 
boric and salicylic acids was, in fact, 
treated, by fumigation and the m aterials 
employed contained neither boric nor 
salicylic acid. 
The beef from which 
the broth was made on the Panam a has 
not been positively identified as refrig­ 
erated beef, and the connection be­ 
tween the residuum of the sample 
taken from the ship cauldron and th at 
analyzed by Dr. Clark has not been 
established to the satisfaction of the 
court.” 
A chapter of the report is devoted to 
.•he consideration of the cause of the 
sickness in the arm y in the Santiago 
campaign, but “ the court finds it im ­ 
possible to conclude th at either the 
canned fresh beef or refrigerated beef 
appeared to any appreciable extent as 
causes of intestinal disease.”

“ There are justifiable and there are 
unjustifiable luxuries. 
“ In general it may be laid down that 
a luxury which contributes to the effi­ 
ciency of the individual in the widest 
sense and which does not impose on so­ 
ciety for the satisfaction of its demands 
an unwholesome and degrading form of 
lubor is |>erfectly justifiable. 
“ This sanction of luxury is not to be 
stretched to cover unlimited self in­ 
dulgence. 
The part played by rational 
self sacrifice in the development of char­ 
acter is not to lie overlooked. Constant 
self indulgence is demoralizing. 
“ But in general a man has aright to 
spend money for anything that enriches 
aud diversifies hie life, and thus aids in 
the developing and rounding out of hie 
personality, provided the labor that ie 
required for the production of the arti­ 
c le iii question lie agreeable and innoc­ 
uous 
“ On the other hand, a luxury that de­ 
moralizes the individual or calls for a 
noxious form of labor is unjustifiable.'

Ernest LeeConarit of New York, who 
accompanied the evacuation commis­ 
sion to Cuba as counsel and who has 
since been practicing law in Havana, 
has been in Washington for a brief 
visit and has discussed certain phases 
of the Cuban situation with members 
of the administration. 
He regards the 
Cubans as a docile people, responsive to 
the right bind of treatment, but recog­ 
nizes the fact that the mode of life and 
habits of thought which have been 
bred into the people of the island for 
many generations cannot be sot aside 
in a day. 
It is human nature to resist 
the demand for a complete and instan­ 
taneous reversal of all the ideas one has 
acquired by inheritance and training. 
“ But the Cuban will come to it,” says 
Mr. Conant to a correspondent, “and 
when he has taken up the new order of 
things he will feel as if he had had the 
same surroundings and the same ways 
all his life. 
“ In the city of Havana, where I am 
best acquainted with the local condi­ 
tions, the crying demand is for schools 
on the American pattern, both public 
and private; for fine parks for popular 
recreation—a positive necessity in that 
climate—and for public baths. I do not 
speak of an improved sewerage system 
and other sanitary measures that fall 
within the domain of the engineers; 
what I refer to is the satisfaction of the 
moral needs of the people, using the 
term in its broadest sense. 
“ It would be a grand thing for the 
coming generation of Cabans—and it is 
the coming generation that we must 
look to for the permanent fruits of oar 
work on the island—to have settled 
among them a few schoolmasters of the 
sort that has made such an impress 
upon our American youth. They should 
he men of fine character, naturally at­ 
tractive to younger men and boys, sym­ 
pathetic yet firm in their government, 
and fitted to draw to themselves a per­ 
sonal following and wield a wide influ­ 
ence. They could do a world of good by 
stirring the enthusiasm of their pupils, 
holding up before them higher ideals of 
life and attainment, and mixing with 
their scholastic work an athletic ele­ 
ment which would take the boys out of 
a hothouse atmosphere and give new 
vitality and elasticity and a sense of 
strength to their bodies. What the Cu­ 
ban youth needs now is that kind of 
symmetrical rounding out. 
“ It is the practice in certain quarters 
to disparage the Cuban as a natural rev­ 
olutionist, and therefore unfit to take 
part in a free government. 
This is a 
mistake, I am convinced. The Cuban is 
naturally peaceable. Give him a gov­ 
ernment honestly conducted, and one 
which recognizes his rights and protects 
his property, and he will undoubtedly 
give a good account of himself. 
What 
places the Cuban today at the greatest 
disadvantage in his environment. His 
country is passing through a very try­ 
ing stage in its history. Slavery was 
abolished so recently that industrial 
conditions, and the popular notions 
about them, have not had a chance to 
settle themselves yet. The idea that all 
labor is honorable is a hard one to force 
in upon the mind of the ruling class in 
any community where wealth has been 
accumulated by the woik of slaves. 
“ The American view of these things 
cannot be expected to prevail all at 
once. 
The best way to impress it will 
be to have thrifty and hardworking 
Americans enter the island, as they un­ 
doubtedly will, and by the infection of 
their example bring about a gradual 
revolution in popular sentiment. There 
is not a savings bank, I believe, in all 
Havana today. 
An enterprise in that 
line once launched in the past failed for 
lack of support. 
Nature is so prodigal 
aud the climate so gentle that all neces­ 
sary food and clothing can lie had, even 
by the poorest, with little effort, and 
for anything more than the bodily needs 
of the hour few of the poorer class 
think of providing. 
“ The presence of the lottery for a 
long period in the very midst of these 
people taught many of them to depend 
upon chance for anything like riches 
instead of looking to the slow accumu­ 
lation of petty savings by constant toil 
and close economy in living, as is the 
custom with the thrifty element in our 
poorer population here. The abolition 
of the lottery, which went its way with 
a number of other local institutions on 
the 1st of January, has not put an end 
to the feeling which supported it while 
in existence—the ambition to make a 
fortune in a uight The minds of the 
lottery patrons of the past will have to 
be diverted to new lines of thought 
That will require lima and patience, 
and, above all, personal example set by 
the American immigrants; bnt I look 
to see the savings bank follow in the 
wake of the school and the new sanitary 
oode. ” 
“ Where the working people can feed 


and clothe themselves tor ue.o vs (join­ 
ing, ” the correspondent remarked, “ one 
woald naturally expect to find wages 
very low. ’ 
“That.’ 
answered Mr. Conant, “ is 
one of the cases where conditions seem 
to give the lie to theory. Of coarse the 
law of supply and demand actually 
governs in the Cuban labor market, as 
REGARDS THE CUBANS AS DOCILE, elsewhere. but under an unfamiliar 
guise. At the first glance there appears 
to be so much work to be done and so 
many people to do it. and we infer that 
these people, needing less money tor 
i sustenance than working people in some 
other communities, will, by competi­ 
tion a m o n g themselves, reduce the price 
of labor to a minimum. 
But the very 
ease of life in Cuba militates against 
this result. 
There is no such pressure 
of present necessity as exists where na­ 
ture is less kind. Therefore the laborer 
can take more time for recreation, and 
competition is reduced by the lack of 
any natural incentive to lay up money 
for future needs. The consequence is 
that the hire of a carpenter, for in­ 
stance, in Havana costs from half again 
to twice as much as the hire of a car­ 
penter of the same capacity in New 
York. This is another point at which 
the closer figuring of the American im­ 
migrant 
is 
likely to 
bring 
about 
changes. ” 
‘“ You spoke a few minutes ago about 
public baths ?” 
“ Yes; I believe that one of the first 
things our government could do with

The historical painting of the signing 
of the Span Kl)-American peace protocol. 
by the noted French artist. Chartran, 
for which President McKinley. ex-Sec- 
retary Day and Embassador Cambio 
have recently been sitting, hasbeen sold 
to Mr. Frick, bead of the Carnegie Iron 
works, for $20,000. 
Judge Day sat for two days recently, 
at the French embassy, his being the 
last of the figures to be innerted in the 
picture. 
The canvas is still in an em­ 
bryonic form, but with the completion 
of the figure outlines, the artist will 
take it to Paris for completion. The pic­ 
ture is about eight feet long by six feet 
wide and gives a life size representa­ 
tion of the group. It shows Embassador 
Cambon signing the instrument, while 
by his side, closely observing the act, is 
Secretary Day. 
The president stands 
back of the desk, with a grave expres­ 
sion of countenance, while farther hack 
are Assistant Secretaries of State Moore, 
Adee and Cridler, and M. Tbiebant of 
the French embassy. 
The portrait of 
Judge Day is particularly striking as a 
likeness, and the former secretary ex­ 
presses himself as much pleased with it. 
The president is shown in a charac­ 
teristic attitude, with the right arm ex­ 
tended, and two fingers poised on the 
desk before him. The group is quite un­ 
like any of the photographic representa­ 
tions of the event which have been 
made, many of the lesser figures being 
omitted, while the artist has idealised 
the subject so as to give it that im­ 
pressive seriousness which the actual 
event had in restoring two warring na 
tions to a condition of peace. 
Before being delivered to Mr. Frick 
the picture will be taken from Paris to 
London and there exhibited.—Wash­ 
ington Post.

that people, the speaker discussed the 


d o c trin e of divine retribution. 
The 
declaration concerning the nation of 
Edom contained a principle ever oper­ 
ative among men and nations. 
Retri- 
otion is the settled law of the moral 
a d v e rs e . While virtue brings happiness, 
vice produces misery. 
Sin and punishment are in the gov­ 


e rn m e n t of the universe inseparably 


co n n ected, so that retribution springs 
ont 0f 
the very return of 
things. 
All history is full of the troth ; the de­ 
ceiver is himself deceived ; the fraudu­ 
lent dealer is himself cheated ; the man 
whose heart and life are filled with 
envy and cruelty is usually hated and 
cruelly treated. 
Then the text is veri­ 
fied. Oowper thus expresses the senti­ 
ment : 
“Hear the just law, the judgment of 
the chair. 
He that hates troth, shall be the dupe of 
lies.” 
The principle of the text is true of 
communities and nations as well as in­ 
dividuals, therefore we may well trem­ 
ble at the Sabbath desecration and law ­ 
lessness that so largely abounds in our 
land. 
Judgments come upon nations 
as a result of sin. 
No people can violate 
rhe laws of truth and righteousness 
without exposing themselves to the dis 
pleasure of Him who is the governor of 
nations. 
No empire ever was, or ever 
will be, strong enough to violate the 
laws of God with impunity. 
Sooner or 
later sin will bring down on any na­ 
tion, committing it, the sure judgments 
of God. The only way to escape na­ 
tional judgments is to get rid of and 
keep rid of national sin. 
If we as a na­ 
tion refuse to yield allegiance to Him, 
•who is king of nations as well as king of 
saints; if we destroy the law of His 
written word ; if we oppress and afflict 
the poor, or permit lawless bloodshed­ 
ding to go unpunished; if we vitiate the 
purity of the ballot by bribery and cor­ 
ruption, if fraud and bossism rather 
than reason and right determine the re­ 
sult of our nominations and elections, 
then it matters not what party may be 
in the ascendency, or what claims of 
power or national glory may be made, 
retribution will come. 
The nation that tramples on the laws 
of truth and troth and righteousness, in 
her dealings with other nations, or in 
her treatment of her citizens, must ex­ 
pect to meet and suffer the just displeas­ 
ure of the Almighty. 
No nation has 
ever yet escaped chastisement for her 
crimes. Ours has not, and it does not 
need any very close or critical study of 
our nation to see the hand of retributive 
justice working out the principle of the 
text. 
This the speaker illustrated by refer­ 
ence to the judgments inflicted on the 
nation by the civil war, which came as 
a result of the sin of 
slavery and 
the oppression of 
the colored race. 
He also traced the hand of retributive 
justice in the judgment that had come 
upon the land for the unjust treatment 
of the Aborigines. Five powerful Indian 
nations onoe occupied 
the southern 
portion of our nation who had been 
cruelly driven from their homes. 
Other 
blood than that of the Negro cried from 
that southern land for vengeance. 
The state of Georgia where the late 
horrible lynching was perpetrated, en­ 
caged in this wickedness toward the 
Indians, as well as in the oppression of 
the slaves, and more terribly did she 
suffer in the Civil war for her sin. 
She 
passed a law forbidding anyone to teach 
*n Indian and put one of her citizens in 
jail as a felon, because he feared God 
rather than men and continued to teach 
them of Jesus Christ. 
The case was 
appealed to the supreme court of the 
U nited States and the law was declared 
unconstitutional. 
The then President 
r«fased to execute the mandate of the 
court and iniquity triumphed. But God 


reigns and in His sure retribution, He 
ordered that from the top of Missionary 
Ridge, the home of the servant of God 
who had been so unjustly treated,should 
descend an avenging army to lay waste 
that goodly land and humble it in the 
dust. 
In view of such facts in our nation’s 
history may we not well tremble when 
we remember with Jefferson “that God 
is just.” And ought not every man who 
loves God and his fellowman lift up his 
voice in long and indignant protest 
against the black and brutal barbarism 
that was committed in the butchery and 
burning of a negro near Palmetto, Ga., 
two weeks ago today. 
No apology can 
bo made, no lawful punishment is too 
severe for the awful crime the mob 
sought to avenge. But this nation must 
learn if it would escape the just judg­ 
ment of God that such barbarous vio­ 
lence is no remedy for crime. 
The lesson for us as citizens is to seek 
to advance the righteous character of 
the nation, and by voice and vote and 
influence to guard against the prevalence 
of sin that exposes us to the displeasure 
of God. 
As citizens let each one see to 
it that his personal and political influ­ 
ence adds to the righteousness and not 
to the sin of the nation. 
As individuals, who must each one 
give an account to God, let each one re­ 
pent of his sin, and put it away by flee­ 
ing for safety to Him who bore the 
penalty of sin and opened up a way by 
which we can be saved from its guilt 
and power.

Manila, May 8.—The next task of 
Hie Americans will probably be to clear 
the Filipinos out of Bacolor, about five 
miles southwest of San Fernando. 
The 
rebel General Mascardo has a force of 
6,000 men there, well armed and pos­ 
sessed of plenty of ammunition. 
His 
troops have never met American sol­ 
diers, and they think, according to re­ 
ports carried to San Fernando, that they 
can “whip the whole lot.” 
Bacolor is well entrenched, and thou­ 
sands of natives are 
working like 
beavers, digging trenches aud carrying 
the dirt in baskets. 
The enemy uses 
his riflemen for fighting only, but com­ 
pels the bolomen aud Chinese, and even 
the women, to labor incessantly. 
The rebels have an outpost about a 
mile beyond San Fernando, with a 
trench that holds between 200 mid 300 
men. 
From that point, several volleys 
were tired last night upon the camp of 
the Twentieth Kansas regiment. 
Neither General MacArthur or Gen­ 
eral Lawton moved Sunday, although 
each reconnoitered the country in his 
own vicinity for some miles from head­ 
quarters, developing the presence of 
small forces of the enemy. 
In the vicinity of Laguna de Bay the 
rebels are extremely active, but the lines 
of General Ovenshiue 
and 
Colonel 
Wholley, who is commanding General 
King’s brigade during the latter’s ill­ 
ness, have been materially strength­ 
ened, aud there is no danger in that di­ 
rection. 
The armed steamers Laguna de Bay 
and Cavadonga, under Captain Grant, 
have gone to Guagua. about live milos 
southwest of Bacolor, presumably to es­ 
tablish a a base of supplies for t he troops 
engaged in the northern campaign. 
It is rumored that Mabini, president 
of the cabinet, and minister of foreign 
affairs in the so-called Filipino govern­ 
ment, who is a radical, is to be suc­ 
ceeded by Pateruo, the framer of the 
Spanish treaty of 1896. 
This change is 
regarded as significant at the present 
juncture. 
The entrance of the Americans into 
San Fernando was virtually unopposed 
The Filipino#, who expected the in 
vaders to approach from the sea, had 
that side of tin- town strongly guarded, 
but there was only one line of trenches 
beyond San Tomas. 
I wo battalion ot 
the Fifty-first Iowa regiment, which 
swam the river north of the city, were 
smartly peppered while in the water, 
but the rebels disappeared as soon as 
tile Americans reached the shore. 
In 
the meantime the hospital squad had 
walked across the bridge into the city, 
supposing the Americans were there.

There is to be a remarkable reunion 
of Roosevelt’s rough riders in Chicago 
early in October, the occasion of the 
autumnal festival there when the cor 
neptune of the new postoffice will be 
laid, and there will be a four days’ cele 
brat ion, at which President McKinley 
and many men of national reputation 
are expected to be present. 
The general committee of the Chica­ 
go festival has agreed to pay the trans 
rotation to Chicago of all members of 
the famous regiment from all parts of 
the Union, and committees have al­ 
ready communicated with a sufficiently 
large number to insure the success of 
the reunion. 
It is probable that when President 
M cKinley arrives in Chicago en Octo 
ber 7 his escort of honor will be the 
rough riders, 600 or 700 strong, under 
command of their old leader. 
A committee representing the Chica­ 
go festival managers called upon Gov­ 
ernor Roosevelt a few days ago and ob­ 
tained hie hearty approval of the plan 
Horse- to mount the men will be pro­ 
vided by tile Chicago stockyards, and 
application has been made to the adju­ 
tant general for the use of bridles and 
saddles. 
Captain Woodbury Kane of New 
York has now interested himself in the 
plan and, with others of his old troop, 
is arranging to get together the rough 
riders of the eastern section in prepara 
tion for the festival reunion. Elliott C. 
Cowdin, sergeant of Troop L; Walter 
W. Price and several others are assist 
mg him. 
Major George Dunn is the 
bead of the committee in Washington, 
and Lieutenant Keyes, who was regi 
mental adjutant; Lieutenant Carr, Ford 
Thompson aud others of prominence 
there are working with him. In Chicago 
the entire contingent of the rough 
riders who enlisted from that city, with 
Lieutenant Horace Weakley at their 
head, are engaged in communicating 
with all of the rough riders in the west 
and southwest. 
It is the intention to quarter the men 
in the .Sherman and Tremont hotels. 
The men will be mustered in their old 
troops, and the hotel corridors will be 
like troop streets in camp. 
The New 
York delegation, which will cover the 
eastern section of the country, will 
leave New York on Oct. 5. The festival 
is to open on Oct. 7 aud continue dur­ 
ing Oct. 8, 9 and IO. 
It is expected 
that the president will arrive on Oct. 7. 
The plan is to make Oct. IO “ rough 
riders’ day,” and to have the happiest 
sort of a reunion of the men of the fa­ 
mous command. It is believed that be­ 
tween 600 and 700 of the men will re­ 
assemble in Chicago.—New York Her­ 
ald.

Chief Engineer W. B. Storey, Jr., of 
the \ alley road completed the ether 
evening a remarkable and interesting 
engineering feat in tile successful plac­ 
ing in midchannel of the San Joaquin 
river, two miles west of Stockton, of a 
column of solid concrete 25 feet in dia 
meter and nearly 20 feet high. 
Thi- 
massive pillar, or pier, as it is called, is 
to be the main support on which the 
railroad drawbridge will turn to permit 
vessels to pass up and down the river. 
Ordinarily such a pier is erected by 
sinking a caisson and pumping out the 
water, so that the workmen really 
operate dry shod inside the water tight 
walls. This ponderous mass of concrete 
was built and lowered into place while 
the water was there. 
First, a great 
many piles were driven deep into the 
bed of the river and their tops sawed 
off even with the earth bottom. 
This 
collection of thickly driven piles was to 
insure a solid foundation. 
The work 
had been performed during the period 
of low water, and the completion of the 
undertaking promised to be easy. Then 
the rains of a few weeks ago greatly 
swelled the volume of water in che Ban 
Joaquin river, and at the same time 
brought along an alluvial deposit of 18 
inches of earth, which was left on top 
of the piling, upon which the concrete 
was to rest directly. 
How to get that 
deposit off was a problem, because out­ 
side piles had already been driven, en­ 
circling those submerged and extending 
high above the surface of the 15 feet of 
water. These projecting piles prevented 
a dredger being used, so a diver han­ 
dling a nozzle sending a powerful stream 
of water descended to the bottom of the 
river, and, working under water, liter­ 
ally tore away the deposit with the vio­ 
lence of the big stream that was played 
like a giant in a hydraulic mine. 
The projecting piles were to be used 
as a sort of scaffolding in the work of 
lowering the concrete pillar. The great 
circular mass of cement was formed 
layer on layer just above the surface of 
the water and lowered a little at a 
time, the buoyancy of the water reliev 
ing the strain on the supporting pih*s 
Finally the bottom of the mass settled 
upon the tops of the submerged sawed 
off piles after nearly ten days of lower­ 
ing and building. The completed work 
is one of the largest bridge piers on the 
Pacific coast. —San Francisco Chronicle

at the relic hunter’s head with his 
pear or bolo. 
The blow was dodged, 
and the insurgent was dragged fron 
the hut by his long hair. 
A group of 
volunteer officers observed the capturer 
insurgent, and one of them remarked. 
“ Gh, put some lead into him and throw 
him with the rest of the cowardly 
curs!” The poor fellow begged so hare 
for his life that they sent him to prison 
instead of killing him.—Special St 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

War at best is hell. 
After the thin 
veil of glamour, frenzy and glory is 
drawn aside there is nothing left save 
the bleaching skeletons and the desolate 
homes. 
In battle there are the screech 
of shells and the dull report of their ex­ 
plosion, the thunder of fieldpieces, send­ 
ing pounds of solid steel toward an ene­ 
my ; there are the rattle of small arms, 
like the roll of distant drums, the blind­ 
ing smoke, the singing of Mausers and 
the hum of Remingtons; there are the 
chatter of 
affrighted monkeys, 
the 
scoldings of parrots, the howls of slink­ 
ing curs, and then, in the wake of the 
victors, arise the smoke and flame of 
burning huts. Add to this pandemonium 
the hoarse yells of the combatants, the 
cries of homeless women and children, 
the groans of the wounded, the set 
faces of the dead, and one may have a 
faint conception of a small engagement 
in a tropic land. 
During the first engagement, while 
the company was firing at will into the 
woods ahead, a forlorn yvater buffalo, 
the national beast of burden, meandered 
into thericefield directly in front of the 
line. 
The writer immediately directed 
his fire toward the buffalo with no ap­ 
parent result. Afterward, during a lull 
in the firing, we shamefully confessed 
to having wasted our strength in this 
ignoble manner and were surprised to 
learn that every man had done likewise. 
At all events, the beast made good its 
escape, for it patiently plodded ahead 
until the timber swallowed it up. 
During the charge at Caloocan a fren­ 
zied pig of diminutive size dashed from 
beneath a bamboo hut and, apparently 
judging that all the commotion was for 
his benefit, thought best to retire. 
As 
the pig dashed past the writer we gently 
assisted him with a shove from the butt 
of our gun and thought no more of it 
for some time. Afterward, upon glanc­ 
ing to the rear, we saw four or five sol­ 
diers in hot pursuit of the same poor 
little swine. 
It is laughable, even in 
timee of peace, to watch another man 
chase a hog, but when men forsake 
their places, forget the roar of conflict, 
the hum of bullets, the shouts of the 
victors and the wails of the wounded, to 
grapple with an eight pound shoat, the 
scene becomes ludicrous in the extreme. 
We took the trouble to learn that the 
pig got away. 
At night the natives take delight in 
holding love feasts, and the sound of 
revelry is very distinct. 
The Filipinos 
are natural born musicians, and their 
band entertains us with such tunes as 
“ After the Ball.” “ Hot Time.” “ Stand 
Up for Jesus, ” “ The Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner” and “ Throw Out the Life Line.’ 
It is a mystery where and when they 
learned these American melodies, but 
the fact remains that they do know 
them and render the same with remark­ 
able accuracy. 
The Filipino bas great 
contempt for the Chinaman aaa fighter, 
hence a favorite yell of the insurgents 
is, 
“ Americano 
v 
Chino 
agual!’ 
(American and Chinaman equal). This 
sally always brings forth the heartiest 
applause from 
lim ning rebels. 
We 
were much amused the other night by 
one. 
“ Ready! Aim! Fire!” cried he, 
and laughed loudly at his own wit. 
A most distressing accident befell a 
boatload of Igorrotes not long since. It 
was in this wise: The monitor Monad- 
nock lies just off Ma la bon, and at night 
lights up the whole country with its 
searchlight. 
The wild men did not ex­ 
actly admire this method of competing 
with the sun, so bethonght themselves 
of a plan to capture the floating fort 
Accordingly a large rowboat was pro­ 
cured and speedily filled with an aggre­ 
gation of these patriots.

ANOTHER PHILIPPINE HERO. 


George Schneider'* Brave A ttem pt ic 
Save a Comrade. 
George Schneider of 
Company E, 
Twenty-second United States infantry, 
is a hero of the war in the Philippines 
whose story has just reached the United 
States. A letter from Manila to Seattle, 
Wash., tells how he risked his life to 
save a comrade, only to see the latter’! 
heart cut out by Filipinos. 
Company E was the center of the 
Filipino fire in one of the engagements 
near Manila. An order to retreat found 
Schneider far in advance of his com­ 
pany. He saw a number of natives com­ 
ing for him, and started to rejoin hie 
comrades. In returning through the un­ 
derbrush he stumbled over a member of 
his own company lying wounded and 
unable to walk. 
He started to carry 
him out of range when they were dis- 
covt'red by four Filipinos. 
Schneider had exhausted his ammuni­ 
tion and so had the natives. He tried to 
fight them off with his clubbed musket 
but was knocked senseless. When here 
covered consciousness, he saw two of 
them cutting the wounded man’s heart 
out. Two others btigan beating him an# 
he again began to fight. When about to 
give up, a volley was fired and he saw 
his enemies drop dead. 
He again lost 
consciousness, to wake up a few hours 
later lying in a deep hole on top of the 
dead insurgents.
